Government Pleads 
for Manufacturer of 


Cheap Corn Driers 


Washington. July 29 — (AP) — 


The government called upon its 
best engineering brains today to 
develop a machine which — by 
lessening the effect of frost dam- 
age to the nation's corn crop — 
would help keep meat supplies 
on an even keel. 


Due to a cool, wet planting sea- 


son, much of this year's corn is 
late. Some of it — possible a large 
portion — will be killed by frost 
before it has fully matured. 


Such corn, described by farm- 


ers as "wet" corn, is high in mois- 
ture content and does not store 
well. Likewise, it does not have as 
good feeding quality as fully-ma- 
tured corn. 


With every grain needed in a 


world short of food and with the 
government eager for a downturn 
m meat prices, official.* are anx- 
ious to see that none of this year's 
anticipated "wet" 
corn goes to 


waste. 


They are placing much of their 


hopes on the ability of agriculture 
department engineers and grain 
experts to develop, within the next 
30 days, a portable, low-cost, corn- 
drying machine that could be pro- 
duced in quantity this fall and 
early winter. 


Would Be Vital Help 


Such a machine, they say, would 


be of vital help in drying high- 
moisture corn to meet livestock 
feeding needs until the 1948 corn 
crop is harvested. 


Should a large portion of this 


year's crop be caught by frost, 
farmers would be confronted with 
the necessity of feeding as much 
of the grain as they could in the 
immediate months ahead. 


This would result in a shortage 


of the grain next spring and sum- 
mer. The result for the consumer 
would be relatively large supplies 
of meat until next spring. Then 
supplies would be short and prices 
would skyrocket, providing con- 
sumer demand held strong. 


Could Spread Feeding 


On the other hand, if farmers 


were able to dry much of their wet 
corn, they could, spread thei r feed- 
ing operations more evenly over 
the next 12 to 15 months, and 
thereby provide consumers with a 


-f co-',s*tant supply ^of meat. 


Considerable -worJr vhas 
been 


done by the government and by 
farm machinery manufacturers in 
developing corn drying equipment. 
But there is need, officials said, 
for much more research and per- 
fection of machinery. 


Should an abnormally 
early 


frost catch the corn, the govern- 
ment might possibly buy and place 
a large number of driers in the 
corn belt to dry corn an a "cus- 
tom" basis, 
a^ in the case of 


threshing and similar operations. 
Officials said machinery manufac- 
turers might want assurance of a

The news in thi« industry, of 


course, i» that the government is 
going to stop buying eggs after 
th« finrt. of Auguat 


producers are getting weU ov*r 


90 percent of parity - which us 
the level the government must 
maintain. 
We're already beginning to see 


aonie reaction in the egg market. I 
Temporarily, at least. I think you 
can expect the price for ail «=gg= 
to slip back a little — and then 
the market for fine eggs will start 
up again. 
It may work out that way, of 


course. We never know for sure. 
But that* the way it looks to 
me.I think we're going to have the 
biggest spread we've ever had 
between the price of fine, fresh 
eggs and the price of ordinary 
eggs. And I think that will be a 
good thing. 


The government, 
you 
know, 


made this requirement: Anyone 
from whom they bought eggs had 
to certify that producers had re- 
ceived an average of 35 cents a 
dozen, at the farm, for all edible 
eggs. 


In other words, the government 


supported a straight-run 
price. 


Many buyer*, believing that peo- 
ple who sell good eggs deserve 
a premium for them, have con- 


tinued to grade egg» — and pay 
a premium for fine, fresh eggs. 


That premium has been running 


several cents a dozen above the 
government-supported, 
straight- 


run price. But a lot of folks — as 
long as they could get the straight- 
run price, regardless of quality — 
havent' been very interested In 
taking care of their eggs. 


Now the price you get for eggs 


is going to depend entirely on 
their quality. 


You'll still be able to get a fine 


price for fine eggs. But they'll 
have to be fresh. And they'll have 
to be clean. 
People \Vant Only "The »«wt" 
As far as other eggs are con- 


cerned, nobody wants theiri. And 
you can't blame people for not 
•.<TS"tirtr thc»rr) You wouldn't want 
to pay good money for them, eith- 
er. 


People buy eggs to eat. 
It's not unreasonable of them 


to want clean, fresh eggs. They 
have the money to pay for "the 
best eggs". And that's what they 
want. If we give them good eggs, 
we'll get a good price for them. 


There aren't as many dirty eggs 


as there were a few months ago. 
But there are still too many. 


And there are a lot more "heat- 


ed" eggs than there need to be. 


Most people. I think, keep their 


eggs in the cellar, where it's cool. 
But they're left in the nest too 
long. And then they're put in the 
case while they're still warm. 


That's just like putting them 


in a fireless cooker. The heat is 
held in. The eggs don't have a 
chance to cool off. 


It's no more work to cool them. 


All you have to do is take them 


down to the cellar and let them 
»tand overnight in a ba»ket—a 
wire one is b««t If you don't have 
a wire one. use a woven one. The 
idea is to leave them in aomething 
that will let the cool air get to 
them. (That* why a J*ui i*n't 
so good.) 
Just one thing — waiting until 


tomorrow to pack the egg» you 
gather today —- will make a big 
difference w the quality of your 
egg*.

you sell them. And you can get a 
lot more for them — especially 
now that the price depends, not 
on the government, but on the 
quahty of the eggs, themselves.

Put Out Extra Feed 


to Hold Milk Flow 


Urbana — In order to keep up 


a high miUc flow.' dairymen will 
want to feed hay or silage or both 
to dairy cows when summer pas- 
tures do not meet roughage needs. 


C. S. Rhode. University of Illi- 


nois dairy specialist, suggest that 
when pastures become short and 
the amount of roughage they sup- 
ply is inadequate, it is well to feed 
some supplementary roughage m 
the form of hay or silage. Under 
these circumstances supplying ad- 
ditional roughage is an important 
as feeding grain.

Berlin, July 2» — (AP>— U. S. 


authorities have informed the Rus- 
sians that the five G«rman minis- 
ter-presidents in the 'Soviet oc- 
cupation zone will be unaccept- 
able as candidates for any future 
central government of Germany 
because of a "malicious" charge 
that the western occupying pow- 
er have nurtured fascism, auth- 
oritative American sources said 
today. 


By this action the Americans 


stamped a veto upon at least

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen.

More Money For Less Work 


But what kind of rules are being1 


asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the same work: 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 


The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew Cor every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled bj a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry -4 engineers. 4 firemen. 


•4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead of 5. 


"Made Work"—Sheer Waste 


The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 
h;ilf their length. ev*>n though such 
trains are most efficient tor low-cost 
service to vou. This rule would call tor 
iwice as manv locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yards, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaden 
really want » to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another class, they 
will be paid not i«w than * day's pay 
for each clasc, even though all sorvica 


is performed as a part of the Pame day's 
"•ork. The crerr would get at least two 
da\s' pay /or one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outstanding. We do not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed"' 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding.

carry out a fact-finding mission 
which is calculated 
to 
provide 


Washington with material for an 
overhauling of its policy of assist- 
ance for tins important but war- 
battered member of the big five. 


Without waiting to hear from 


the general we know that he is 
finding this vast nation in far 
worse condition politically, econ- 
omically and militarily that he ev- 
er has seen it before. Untold mil- 
lions of its half-billion people are 
hungry unto death. Inflation is 
fantastic and the economy of the 
country is wrecked. The national- 
ist government at Nanking is try- 
ing to ride a whirlwind. 


Commie Forces Strong 


The civil war is producing wide- 


spread and bloody fighting Gen- 
eralissimo 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek's 


fresh offensive to try to deliver a 
knock-out blow to the Red armies 
fmds the Communists not only 
holding their own but on the ini- 
tiative generally, with Manchuria 
and great reaches 
of northern 


China largely in their hands. And 
Nanking says that the Chinese 
Reds are receiving aid from the 
Russians. 


As one surveys this chaos, and 


the elements which are contribut- 
ing to it, there would seem to be 
only one way out for Chiang Kai- 
Shek and has government, and it 
is this: 


1. 
To fling enough military 


force against the Communist arm- 
ies to cripple them and hold them 
down, and then. 


2. To do a thorough job of house- 


cleaning in the Nanking govern- 
ment, and inaugurate 
sweeping 


reforms attractive enough to win 
back that portion of the Chinese 
population which has fornken 
Nanking to chase Communistic 
rainbows. 


Costs Are Staggering 


Of these two essentials, the first 


obviously presents 
an 
obstacle 


which may be unsurmountable. 
The financing of an all-out war 
by Chiang's armies against 
the 


Chinese Communists would run 
into countless billions of dollars, 
a. sum which would stagger the 
imagination of the only nation in 
the world capable of producing it 
— the United States. 
Not only 


would there be the huge mihary 
expenditures, but meantime the 
economic machine of the country 
would have to be kept running full 
tilt. 


Such an operation might easily 


last for years and the outcome 
would be problematical, for there 
are intangibles involved. The most 
important of these 
is whether 


Nanking has the right informa- 
tion in saying that Moscow 
is 


backing the Chinese Reds 
If 


Russia is giving such assistance, 
the situabon looks gnm indeed. 


Disclaim Moscow Line 


There is a school which holds 


that 
the 
Chinese Communists 


aren't the same brand as the Rus- 
sians — that the celestials 
are 


just discontended agrarians. As 
a matter of fact General Chou 
En-Lai one of the top Chinese 
Communists, told me in 1943 at 


Chungking that th*r* was n* con- 
nection between Moscow and Chi- 
neses communism, 


However, there are many ob- 


servers who think otherwise, and 
they don't overlook the fact that 
the late Or. Sun Yat-Sen, father 
of the Chinese republic, called sn 
several Russian communists 
as 


advisers and that the formation 
of a Communist party resulted. 
It doesn't take much imagination 
to believe that Chinese commun- 
ism and 
Russian 
communism 


aren't far apart. 


In any event, our Uncle Sam 


certainly will be faced with a 
mountainous decision if Gen. Wed- 
emeyer ultimately should report 
that the two conditions s«t forth 
above must be met if China is to 
be saved from communism and put 
on her feet.

Amount Will Be Made 


by Congress' Vote

five 
important 


studies are being made to find out: 


1. What kind of resources we 


have, like coal, steel, food, oil and 
so on. 


2. How much of them we can 


give Europe without hurting our- 
selves. 


President Truman ordered three 


of the studies. The state depart- 
ment is doing a fourth. And in 
congress the house is starting a 
fifth. 


All, in one way or another, tie 


in 
with 
Secretary 
of 
State 


Marshall's proposal to help Europe. 
This way: 


We'll try to help you get on 


your feet if you try to help your- 
selves and then tell us exactly 
what you need. 


Europe is working on that now. 


In the end, congress will have the 
final say on the help we give. 


Truman will tell congress how 


much of what he thinks we ought 
to let Euiope have But congress 
will do the deciding 


Unless the president can tell 


congicss how much we have in 
this country, and how much we 
can spare, he usks a fight which 
may ruin the program. 


Fight Is Likely 


There'll probably be a 
con- 


gressional fight anyway. But if 
tie's backed up by figures, Truman 
will be in a tougher position to 
argue. 


On June 22 he set up three study 


groups to examine the problems 
m the second anc1 third paragraphs 
above These groups are: 


1. His economic advisory council. 


This council was created by act of 
congress in 1946 to keep a constant 
check on the economic state of 
the nation 


The three members of the coun- 


cil—Dr. Edwin • G. Nourse, chair- 
man, 
Leon H. Keyserling, vice 


chairman, and John D. Clark—will 
have a staff to help them. 


2. A 
committee, headed 
by 


Secretary of Interior Krug. to 
study this country'' resources. The 
committee is made up of top 
government officials. 


All government departments and 


agencies connected in any way 
with resources will help this com- 
mittee. It expect* to make its 
report by Aug. 10. 
* 


3. A special committee of 19 


leaders in 
economics, 
finance, 


labor, agriculture and education. 
It's headed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Harriman. 


Called "Noa-PartUan- 


Trunian called it a non-partisan 


group and told it to report on how 
much we can "safely and wisely 
plan" to give Europe. 


This committee may start mak- 


ing its report around Sept. 10. 
Besides the knowledge of its own 
expert members, the committee 
can call on all the government 
agencies and experts for help. 


The state department committee 


—called the top policy planning 
staff—was set up a couple of 
months ago by Secretary Marshall. 


It is headed 
by George F. 


Kennan, one of 
Marshall's 
key 


advisers. Right now its job is to 
check on what Europe may need. 


In congress the house, controlled 


by Republicans, didn't seem con-

to

entirely , from Truman's grpups. 


So it voted to set up a "select 


committee on foreign aid" with 
19 house members. Its job: to 
study the problem of foreign aid. 


This committee can visit Europe

and his companion, Henri Tonti, 
visited the village before

supervised construction of Fort St. 
Louis and a larger Indian com-

The French Mission- 
aries, Gabriel de la Ribourde and 
Claude Allouzse.
